But we may be sure that the 
popular rejoicing which greeted 
Mr. Chamberlain and M. Daladier 
upon their return will btTvery short 
lived indeed, and that nothing they 
can say will for long disquise the 
fact that their countries have suf- 
fered a great defeat. Now, if the 
only consequences of that defeat are 
the dismemberment of Czechoslo- 
vakia and the collapse of British 
and French influence in eastern Eu- 
rope and the Balkans, they might be 
able to reconcile themselves to the 
accomplished fact. 


But having been told by Hitler 


that the Sudeten land is -the last 
territorial demand he has to make 
in Europe, they are on notice that 
be has territorial demands to make 
outside of Europe. And so has Mus- 
solini. At some time in the fairly 
near future the question of the re- 
division of the British and French 
empires will be submitted to Lon- 
don and Paris by the Rome-Berlin 
axis. When this question is present- 
ed it will not come in the form of 
an academic demand for some un- 
important piece of African jungle, it 
will come in the form of demands 
for strategic areas in and about the 
Mediterranean, which are as vital 
to the defense of the two imperial 
systems as Czechoslovakia is to the 
defense of central Europe. 


The British and the French will 


not be asked merely to concede a 
few colonies. They will be asked to 
concede the centers of military and 
naval power which are necessary to 
any nation which is to have empire 
in the Mediterranean and in Africa. 
For it would be a. gross underesti- 
mate of the intelligence as well as 
of the ambition of Hitler and Mus- 
solini to suppose that they can be 
satisfied by the cession of colonies 
from which they may be cut off at 
any time by British sea power.

separate the Americas from Asia 
and from Europe. The cardinal prin- 
ciple of our foreign policy has been 
to keep this hemisphere and the 
oceans which protect it invulnerable 
as against any European or Asiatic 
great power. If once we lost the se- 
curity of the two oceans,- if once 
South America were opened up as 
a field of imperial 
conquest, we 


should no longer have the indepen- 
dence which we alone among the 
great nations of the world enjoy. We 
should have anxieties that we have 
never known and

that Americans have hitherto es- 
caped. 


Now the security of the

The Nash-Kelvinator Company appar- 


ently had work for several thousand men 


.. in its automobile division. But it had two 
. plants, one at Kenosha and another at 


•" Jlacine, perhaps 25 miles apart. 


When it gave notice 
that it would 


operate the Kenosha plant, no doubt be- 


-•cause more adaptable to its purpose, the 
: workers at Racine, wistfully waiting for 
..the whistle's call, were naturally disap- 
. pointed. 
: 
So a strike, in effect, was called at the 


Eacine plant even if no one was working 
there. The property was picketed so that 


- the company could not transport certain 


tools to the Kenosha plant needed there. 


- As a result all plants of the company were 
" compelled to close and everybody went 


" .home. 


It should be manifest to everyone that 


. the workers at Racine had a complaint 
"" that was at least entitled to considera- 


tion- 
But complaints are nothing new. 


. They are as old as industry and become 
/the more frequent just as industry be- 
" comes the more complicated. 
- - The-point is that we have no method 
•worth a bag of peanuts to adjust such con- 
troversies short of the action taken by the 
Racine workers. In other words, to get 
attention, they must practically lie down 


'-in the street. 


So" several plants had to close. And 


^several "thousand men were thrown out of 
•work and must sit around while confer- 
ences are held. Neither is there any sense 


• in hauling in the National Labor Relations 
..Board since 
that 
organization has the 


standing of a Tammany court in Tweed's 
worst days. The employer, under the law, 
simply can do 
nothing 
except go to 


prison for interefering, offering advice or 
criticizing. That's what the law says. He 
must see his plant close through a con- 
troversy over which he has no control. 


We assume that the Nash-Kelvinator 


Company would be glad to employ any of 
its men. But it found itself much like 
the man who had stepped into a nest of 
rattlesnakes, besieged from every side. In 
trying to figure out a formula that would 
be fair it found that the Racine and Ken- 
osha unions with which its men were af- 
filiated were both parts of the CIO but 
each had different rules concerning seni- 
ority so that when one union accepted a 
proposal 
of 
compromise 
the 
other 


•wouldn't.

scarce or plentiful this year. 


But that is not all that is of interest this 


year regarding turkeys. 


The turkey has a new purpose in life! 
No longer is he doomed to obscurity 


while being fattened for Thanksgiving and. 
Christmas dinners. 


In the West he is the new grasshopper 


exterminator working in turkey teams 500 
strong. 


A Torringlon, Wyo., man started it last 


year by fattening his turkeys on grasshop- 
pers in neighbors' fields. 
The demand 


was so great that this year he charged 
for the extermination service—$2 a day 
for a flock of 500. 


The turkeys travel under their own 


power to fields three miles or less away, 
but they go as far as 21 miles in trucks, 
accompanied by a shack for the herder 
and portable roosts. 


This year the turkey raiser who started 


it has 3,000 turkeys and next year hopes 
to have 10,000 to rent and other raisers 
in the West are making plans to compete 
for the exterminating business. 


Grasshoppers are considered quite a 


delicacy by turkeys and it must be heart- 
warming, indeed, for the bird if it realizes 
it is filling so useful a niche in life the 
while it is filling its crop. 


BELIEVE THE PRESS FAIR 


The Gallup poll rates high because its 


election prophecies have been hitting the 
bull's eye with monotonous regularity 


And now it finds that 82 per cent of 


the people of this country believe that 
their newspapers "are fair to the admin- 
istration" in printing the news. 


Since about 40 per cent of the news- 


papers in America support the Admin- 
istration editorially and 60 per cent con- 
demn its major policies this is quite a ref- 
utation of the oft repeated criticism of 
the press made by the 
administration 


whenever it is particularly disappointed 
or becomes unusually irate. 


The Gallup poll very intelligently di- 


vided its vote between 
Democrats 
and 


Republicans. 
It found that 90 out of'ev- 


ery 100 Republicans believed the press 
fair, and that 72 out of every 100 Demo- 
crats were of the same opinion. This in- 
dicates a difference of conclusion depend- 
ing upon "whose ox is gored," and yet a 
remarkably high percentage voting to sus- 
tain the impartiality of the press despite 
all political controversy.

Managua sent Major John Marston, 
commanding the marine guard to 
the scene of battle. The 
officer 


found Generals Arsenio Cruz and 
Salvador Castrillo, leading a dis- 
satisfied wing of the conservative 
party, had already seized the gov- 
ernment's Fort Loma and were try- 
ing to take over Campo de Marte. 


The two generals had started out 


with a hundred men but the sound 
of bullets swelled their ranks to 
200, which was a fair rebellion as 
measured by Caribbean standards. 


Now It Can Be Told 


For Prime Minister Ramer, quick 


action was the word. Just how 
quick is disclosed for the first time 
now, 
16 years later, in a publica- 


tion by the state department of its 
once secret files. 


Acting under Earner's direction, 


Major Marston told General Cruz 
that "any firing upon the American 
camp or the city of Managua would 
result in immediate intervention of 
American forces to preserve order 
and protect American interests." 


Those are drastic words for the 


representative of ope American re- 
public to say to people of another 
independent republic, but in those 
days the United States was backing 
up its policy xvith bayonets. Ramer 
told the rebel general that 10,000 
more Marines xvere within a fexv 
days call. The United States, he 
said, "xvill not permit this revolu- 
tion in Nicaragua." 


General Cruz tried to explain 


that he would' be careful not to 
shoot at American interests, but 
Ramer insisted it would be im- 
possible for him to fire on the city 
without jeopardizing American life 
and property. 


The revolution folded, right then 


and there. A deal xvas negotiated 
alloxving all the civilian rebels to 
go free and limiting punishment of 
military rebels to 30 days in jail. 


Okay and Congrats! 


But late that night, after the 


shooting xvas over. Minister Ramer 
became uneasy. He recognized that 
he xvas out on a limb in taking 
such a high-handed stand. Just be- 
fore midnight he telegraphed Sec- 
retary of State Hughes (he's Chief 
justice now) explaining the whole 
situation. "The legation acted dras- 
tically in this crisis," he said, "and 
I am eager to secure the depart- 
ment's approval." 


Secretary 
Hughes telegraphed 


j back: "Your action is approved and 
' the department desires to commend 
the prompt and capable manner in 
xvhich you handled the situation." 


But in time the department began 


to worry. An embarrassing prece- 
dent had been set. A supposedly 
neutral United States minister had 
mixed in a local political shakeup 
that might have loosed a bag of in- 
ternational hornets. 


So, on Aug. 26, txvo months after 


the affair at Campo de Marte, Wil- 
liams, now ambassador to Italy, but 
then acting secretary of state, sent 
a studied cable to Ramer saying: 


"The legation should not permit 


the legation guard to intervene by 
force in local political aflairs ex- 
cept xvhere such action is unavoid- 
able in self protection." 


And this precedent xvas restored. 
Tlie United States since has pull- 


ed the marines out of Nicaragua so 
it can't happen again.

Italians the English genius for make-belicx-c has 
ever been so fabulous as to have evoked the 
counter myth of Perfidious Albion. Hoxv dis- j 
trcssing it is. then, to find three great English j 
statesmen making an identical blunder about 
that very quality xvhich has made the Isles in- 
vincible by enabling the soldier to win a battle 
technically lost, the industrialist to persuade 
the slum dwellers they arc prix-ileged. and the 
poet to invent the lox-cly English springtide.

GREETING OLD FRIENDS 


Dear Mrs. Post: A question of 


good taste has come up among a 
group of friends and we would ap- 
preciate the benefit of your printed 
opinion.

Particular attention is called to 


North's pass in the above sequence. 
Thousands of readers probably will 
feel that North violated a cardinal 
principle of the Culbertson system, 
but they will be wrong. This is a 
situation that is confused with a 
similar, but far from identical, one. 
It is quite true that a two no trump 
bid when used as a jump takeout of 
opening bid is an absolute force. 
But this docs not apply in 
the 


above sequence. South's two no 
trump bid was not a jump take- 
out in anything like the true sense 
of the word. It was a jump rebid. 


Consider the implications of the 


bidding. 
South starts with one 


heart and can have as little as two 
and a half honor tricks with a five 
card suit. North 
does not like 


hearts and can show his own suit 
without increasing the 
contract, 


hence is entitled to bid one spade. 
When this gets around to South, 
the latter knows nothing about 
North's hand, except that he has a 
spade suit. South himself, however, 
must show that he has considerably 
more strength than was indicated 
by his opening heart bid, and also 
that he has protection in diamonds 
and clubs. This he indicates with 
his "two no trump rebid. Obviously 
this rebid, although 
showing a 


strong hand and, in that sense, be- 
ing an urge for partner to bid 
again, cannot be a force. If South 
were strong enough to visualize 
nine tricks after the mere mention 
of the spade suit by North, his re- 
bid should not be two no trump; it 
should be three no trump. 


In this particular case, North had 


to strain himself somewhat in or- 
der to respond to the first bid. That 
being so, his pass to the urging, but 
not forcing two no trump rebid is 
quite in order.

Young Pupils Need Time 
To Digest New Knowledge 


BY ANGELO FATRI 


"Home again. Susie? That's nice. What did you do in kindergarten this 


morning?" 


"O, nothing." 
"Nothing? You must have done something. What did you play today?" 
"O, some games. The teacher played the piano and the children 


marched, and things like that." 


"And what did you do?" 
"Me? Nothing." 
Mother was exasperated. She had hopes that sending Susie to kinder- 


garten would make her more expressive. She thought Susie ought to 
have more to confide, more to share, more to tell. But this \vas all she 
could get out of her after three months of kindergarten. 


"She might just as well be home in the sandbox for anything she gets 


out of it," she told father that night 


That is a common enough story. All children, especially the kinder- 


garten and first grade groups, know more, feel more than they can ex- 
press in language. They are just beginning to use language. They use 
words, to be sure, but many of them have no meaning for them as yet. 
And they cannot use words, or con- 
nected sentences, to express what 
they feel and know. Knowledge is 
stored for a long time before the 
children have power to put it into 
words. 


That is why the kindergarten and 


first grade teachers are so distress- 
ed by those eager examiners who 
wont to test the progress of the 
class every month or so. The chil- 
dren do not respond freely to the 
unfamiliar examiner; they do not 
catch the meaning of his words. A 
strange voice, a strang manner, a 
strange inflection 
of speech 
is 


enough to silence the most intelli- 
gent class of beginners. They know 
far more than they can tell. It is 
better to take it on trust than to 
attempt to prove it by tests. 


Free and full expression of knowl- 


edge is a later development that 
teachers and parents must wait for 
in patience. Always, no matter what 
grade the pupil is, knowledge defies 
complete expression. 
It is only 


when knowledge overflows into the 
realms of actual experiences that 
it can begin to be expressed. 


Often 
the history 
teacher 
is 


shocked at the written result of a 


prolonged and detailed study of a 
point. "They seemed to understand 
it thoroughly. They made their 
maps, made out their topic ques- 
tions and recited well. Their writ- 
ten reports are something that beg- 
gar description. I'd be ashamed to 
have anybody see them. They 
would be sure the children had 
never been taught the point." 


Wait. Give the knowledge time 


to season, time to work its way 
through familiar trails to experi- 
ence. Don't give children a test im- 
mediately after intensive instruc- 
tion. Give them time to chew it 
over, time to work it into thoughts, 
then into speech and language. The 
reason they say, "O, nothing," to 
your question as to what they 
learned is this lack of time for 
mental seasoning. Wait

Th« Crust of th« Earth 


I—FROM ROCK TO SOIL 
One summer day, while I was 


climbing Long's Peak in the Rocky 
mountains, I crossed what is known 
as "Boulder Field." It is a great 
space on the mountain side, a 
space containing thousands and 
thousands of boulders.' 
Many of 


the boulders arc four or five feet 
high. 


Section of earth down to ft depth 


of about 20 feet. 
Those boulders are not like the 


ones so often seen in places where 
glaciers once spread over the con- 
tinent 
Their edges were more 


square 
than 
rounded, ibr 
they 


were not hauled about by a glacier 
in a way which would knock the 
edges off. 


We might fancy that a giant. 


or an army of giants, had moved 
those boulders to Boulder field, 
but that's not the way they got 
there. They came from rock lay- 
ers which long ago were broken 
into pieces. 


Scientists tell us 
that at one 


time the earth had no soil above 
it, but was covered with a rocky 
crust. Oceans and seas covered a 
great deal of the rock, but the rest 
was above water level. 


Rain did much to break up the 


rock layers. As it fell over a per- 
iod of thousands of years, it wore 
away 
the 
rock little 
by little. 


Small streams and large rivers 
were formed by the rain, and they 
ran toward the sea. As they emp- 
tied into the sea, they dropped 
bits of rock and formed delta 
land. 


Water gets into cracks in the 


rock, and when it froze the ice did 
not have quite enough space. As 
the ice formed, it pressed against 
the rock, and chunks broke off. 


Ocean waves also played a part 


in breaking up the rock. 
They 


beat against cliffs, and broke away 
bits which became sand. By and 
by, there were sandy beaches in 
thousands of places. 
From time 


to time, winds caught up dry sand 
and carried it here 
and there. 


Strong winds with sand in them, 
helped to wear away the cliffs. 


At last these was enough soil 


for the growth of plants. Strange 
forms of plant life arose, includ- 
ing tree ferns in vast numbers. 
As the plants died they added 
richness to the soil. 


So we may say that winds and 


water have turned rock into soil. 
Today we find soil on almost all 
of the so-called "dry land" of the 
earth. In certain places it is only 
a few inches deep, but elsewhere 
it has a depth of from 100 to 200 
feet. Below the soil we find part- 
ly-decayed rock, and bed rock. 


Sandy soil and clay soil are the 


two main kinds. 
Commonly they 


are mixed but there may be much 
more of one than the other.

Almost as large as a great blue 


heron, the egret when seen for the 
first time in some communities was 
mistaken for an albino heron. When 
more came, observant bird students 
noticed that the birds' legs were 
black and their bills yellow, two 
distinguishing features lacking 
in 


the heron, and their identity was 
established. 


Like the heron, the egret wades 


in shallow water hunting for frogs 
small fish, newts and other imrine 
life. In flight they rcscmbl** the 
heron also, long neck folded against 
the chest and legs trailing. 


The summer home of the eprcl 


is in the south Atlantic and Gulf 
s'.ate, California and Oregon. When 
the mating season approaches the 
adult birds acquire a magni'joent 
train of lacy plumes, extending from 
the shoulders halfway down their 
long slender legs. At this time *hey 
retire to a mangrove or cypress 
swamp and build their loose, plat- 
form nests on the tangled tops of 
bushes or on horizontal limbs of 
trees. 


Protected By Law 


The old-time plume hunters wait- 


ed until the eggs were hatched be- 
fore making their raids. They linew 
the parents birds would remain near 
the nestlings as long as possible, 
even after shots were fired. When 
the birds became scarce guns were 
discarded as being too destructive to 
tHe plumes and a still more cniel 
method used to catch them and de- 
nude them of their wedding finery. 
The plume hunters crept up to the 
bird, grasped it 
and broke 
both 


wings over the back. After ths aig- 
rettes were plucked, both old and 
young birds were left to die a lin- 
gering death. 


Killing of the birds did not stop 


immediately even after they were 
protected by law. Aigrettes were 
still in demand for hat trimmings 
and hair ornaments and when im- 
ported plume prices soared, the out- 
law hunters were goaded to con-1 
tinuc their plunder, offering their 
spoils as "imported" plumes. <\fter 
legislation forbade any trade in 
plumes, whether domestic or for- 
eign, the hunters 
dropped 
their 


raids, and the birds, almost on the 
verge of extinction, began 
a slow comeback. 
» 


Will They Return 


Due to this legislation and lo the 


provision of breeding sanctuarier. in 
some of which even peaceful bird 
students are forbidden to enter, or- 
nithological authorities have raason 
to hope that the danger of extinc- 
tion is over In the years when they 
make their late summer northward 
flights the birds face another dan- 
ger, that of being shot by some curi- 
ous northerner who wonders "what 
that big white bird might be." There 
are still people who upon sceinj; an 
unusually large or conspicuous bird 
single it out for a target. Maiy a 
pileated woodpecker of the north 
woods has lost his life because of 
this unreasoning impulse in man. 


Whether the egrets will reiurn i 


next summer or in some future year j 
remains to be seen, but residents of! 
the state should know that they are 
"heavily" protected, both by federal 
and state law. By the time they vis- 
it us they have lost their lacy wed- 
ding plumes but even without them 
they are stately, beautiful birds, real 
southern belles to whom the state 
should feel proud to play host.

Spelvin Wonder8 about 


Ability of V. S. in War 


BY WESTBKOOK PEGLER 


New York—George Spelvin, the average American, has been asking 


some questions lately which I pass along to the war department. 


Mr. Spelvin read a story in the Saturday Evening Post a few months 


ago by an American officer who had just done a trick as official observer 
in Spain, which said that the Germans had an anti-aircraft gun which, in 
the words of a World war humorist, would git you if 
they just wrote your name on the shell. The missile 
had a touchy snout which would explode on impact • 
with the wing of a plane, and blow the ship to flin- 
ders, and their gunnery and apparatus were so smart 
that it was death, certain-sure, to fly within their 
keep. 


Well, last week Al Williams, one of our most fa- 


mous military fliers and certainly our most under- 
standable writer on the subject of aerial attack and 
defense, had a piece in the Scripps-Howard papers 
which set two miles as the altitude limit for anti- 
aircraft fire and gave the Germans and Italians all 
the best of it in attack. 


On the basis of this and other fragmentary read-

ing Mr. Spelvin was crowded in the direction of an alarmed belief that 
the Germans were now the bull of the woods upstairs, too fast and 
strong for us including any conceivable combination of our pals, in 
bombing and fighting, and too well-armed both in volume and accuracy 
of fire from the ground to permit any hope of our bombing them back. 


Mr. Spelvin is no expert, but he 


is, remember, as his old man was 
before him and his son will be be 
hind him, the manpower of the 
American army in all wars in de- 
fense of the dear old sacred heri- 
tage.
